The inventions listed as Groups I, and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The search report indicates lack of unity of the invention and states that claim 3 1 
is obviated by Lee et al (WO 93/23025) in view of the transdermal administration of a 
compound, such as oxybutynin and thus claim 3 1 lacks special technical feature that 
binds all the claims together. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1 . 143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 
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For claims 3 1 - 45 applicant is required to elect a single adhesive explicitly 
disclosed in the examples of the specification.
